On Iferch lS2l» to the amazement of the 
whole v;or Id , the Greek nation took up arms

Soon after, a number of" women v;ho had f scape*} from the burn- 
ing school, arrived on the scene end. were confronted with this 
horriblo spectacle* Tha G erfeons ordered them to bury their men* 
later inhabitants ef Xertessi villcge came and helped to bvry 
tMdr follow patriots.- 

Kalavrita is nov; nothing else but a mess of smouldering ruins* 
All the male population have been exterminated and only seven 
houses ere left standing* 

On December 4th 3943, after the annihilation of a Company of 
picked German -reneciVrs by the Guerillas near Kerpmi (Kela- 
vrita) » the Germans arrested all tl^e.men of Ano and Ktto Ch- 
lorous, took them tc the Voureika river *nd executed them* 
Simultaneously, both villages were set on fire and oomplrtrly 
destroyed* - 

The Germans then arrested the monks, and novices of 'lege 5oi- 
leon monastery and led them to the Prophet Tlias rock just above 
the monastery end there pushed .one by one over the precipice* 

The Germans then rEsed this historical monastery to the ground 
after first plundering it* . 

On Sunday December the oth* 1943 and St* "eves dry, the Ger- 
mane assembled all thp male population of ^oghoi village in the 
ohurchyunf and executed them six at & time- . 

The officiating priest, interrupted the. service he w E s con- 
ducting, to ask the germr.ns the reason for this sudden execu- 
tion of innocent peasants- The service ' e.s never resumed ,f*»r 
tie priest was shot deed by the ... l erme.n -:nd the- village or» : -to- 
gtol we* completely destroyed- 

On the after-noon of December 13th* 1943, the monks of Aghia 
L*v»a monastery foreseeing that their turn had cone rnd thet 



ttye monastery was about to be destroyed, drew lots amongst 
themselves for -e guard of honour of 3 who were to remain and 
guard the- monastery- 

The monks Tfthalios ,Basile and Seraphim were chosen and a 
last service was conducted at which the 3 men partook of the 
holy communion. After the efremony, the other monks left for 
the mountains- 

f When the Germans finally came, th*y shot the 3 monks upder 
the tree of independence aid set Hre to this historic monas- 
tery ^vhere on iferch 25th iosi , the Mebropditan of Feleon.-Pa-j 
tron Germanos first hoisted the flag of the Greek war of 'in- 
dependence • 

The pro-axis President of Mesovouni village (Kozrni) , was 
killed by the inhabitants of the village- In repriedl , the Ger- 
mans bombed and set fire to the village* 105 of the men were 
killed by machine gun fire* thc.reiiiainder having. -esc aped to 
the -mountains* The Germans promised an enaesty to the survi- 
ving inhabitants who believing in that promise returned to 
their hones- The Germans however, assembled them ell in the 
village square » executed them and then set fire to those hou- 
ses which- had not yet been burnt down.- 

The Germans carry out as a ‘question of policy , wholesale, 
olunder and theft* These acts are considered by them, as the 
logical consequence of their rights as conquerors* 

German officer actually said- to a Cretan scientist 
f* yfay do you. consider olunder and devastation as barbarous 
acts ?• m Everything here belongs to usj the inhabitants of the 
islands possess no rights at all* The sun and the air aro all 
that is left to them because we cannot take these away from

On the i?th o t June 1942, the Germans after setting fire to 
part of Stoli ".fenofi.tsiou village, arrested E* Jfoutsakis and 
y. Antonakis* Then in the presence of all the inhabitants of 
the village who had b^en assembled in the village square* 



these two unfortunate Cretans were stripped naked and savagely 
beaten till they bled and their flesh hung - in strips from 
their tortured bodies- Half dead endjnakrd jia.J&ayjji&E.a^.they 
were taken in trucks to “f5f*^vyenikl "prisons were they were given 
brltish uniforms to wear- . - ; 

No sooner had they* put these. on, then.Segt- major ScHtJHERT 
entered their cell and with pretended indignation said J- 
" So, even in Jail you want the english end wear their uni-* 
forms ** , and started whipping them more cruelly than ever.

guarded by 5 soldiers and ©sergeant armed- with sub-machine guns 
and pistols* 

KARTMAN addressing the priest said - - " You^had 8 men hid- 
den In your back-jard undfr the wood, another 14 war 9 hidden 
by your villagers and in your house you kept a number of arms 
which you later ttrew down your. well, a’Jso your house v: 4 s the 
Headquarters of British propaganda- - ■ 

The priest denied all these charges , so .HARTMAN further 
asked the priest to confess yhether Britishers had been, to 
his house or not * Again, the priest denied and Hartman seised 
him by the hair and knocked him down* The soldiers were then*, 
ordered to taka off his clotheeand he was beaten .unoons a ious 
with a cat o'nlne tails* Ihc priest remained unconscious for 
4 days as result of this treatment and was than sent to pri- 
son far 29 days without foc£- 



ATROCITI E S 



The scale of atrocities committed in Greece by the tempo- 
rary invaders and conquer or £ is such that humanity can only re- 
gister sham© '-at the systematic annihilation of the unarmed po- 
pulations^ 

We give here a number of examples of these atrocities as 
well as a. numerical list of victims- 3oth however, only repre- 
sent a fr-ection of the total grim reality and only a briof pic- 
ture can be drawn of the inhuman acts committed by the enemy* 

From October 1943, In reprisal for* Guer ilia activities, 
the Geranst*' sa#©i death devastation and destruction throughout 
the Peloponese* 

At Kalavrlta on December 13th 1943, the following procla- 
mation wea rbad out I- 

" By order of the Germans all the Inhabitants, men, 
women, boys and girls, are to assemble in the sefrool* 

Those failing to obey will be executed 5 **- 
So as to wave aside all suspicion of a possible execution, the 
order further read > 

*» Man arc to take with them a spar© blanket and a 
loaf of bread*** 

As soon as all were assembled', the Germans shut the women up 
in the school and marched off «l 1 men aged from 16 to 70 years 
of age end numbering approximately BOO, to an unkaovnl destina- 
tion - The women within the school'were clamouring fbi* infor- 
mation where their menfolk were beln<j taken,* end thd Germans 
answered*- - 

** Do not worry, we are going to sa*W them eortothlng 

and you shall soon see than agalri"- 
There upon-;the men were taken to the cemetery at tho foot of 
the hill on which an old fort still stands* 
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In spite of all this,, the Germans never obtained any in- 
formation frcro him regarding the hiding places of Greek and 
British organisations. 

Two characteristic events which cccured in Chios tov/n, 
during October 1942, show the extent of misery and starvation 
there. In one house, a man died of elephantiasis, whilst his 
wife, stood by v/atohing his agony, too ill to give him any assis- 
tance. For 2 days the body remained unburied and the woman fin-* 
ally lost her mind. 

Two orphan brothers starving bare footed and naked were 
v/andering about the streets of the towns looking for food. Ex> 
hausted and dismayed at their unsuccessful attempts, they sat 
down on a bench to rest. As they sat, the head of one of them 
came to rest on the shoulder of his brother. Turning round to 
see what 'was the matter he discovered that his brother was dead. 

On August the 15th 1943, Kcmenc village, near Art a. was 
celebrating Our Lady’s Assumption and neighbouring villagers 
had ccme to assist On the excuse that Guerillas had recently 
passed through the village, gennan troops surrounded it, shelled 
the village, baribed it and set it on fire. Any of the inhabi- 
tants who tried to e scape and were caught, were either thrown 
back into the fire or bayonetted The Gormans even went to the 
extent of catching young children and putting cotton wool soa- 
cked in benzine in their mouths and then setting it alight. 

Two priests who conducting a marriage ceremony, were 
killed in the Church together with the bride, tte bridegroom 
and all present. Seme l2oo persons were killed in all on that 
day. 

In January 1943, 2 young girls aged 20-24 were brought 
before the German Martial Courts of Salonica for harbouring 
British soldiers. The President of the Court, asked theca why 
they had helped Britishers, 11 Because they are -cur friends and 
Allies", was the answer, 

- Tou know that you will pay the supremo penalty far this. 
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said the President. 

— " We have only accomplished our duty" they answered" and shall 
he proud to die for Freedom" 

The two girls were later beheaded. 

In July 1942, 4 labourers were arrested by Bulgarian soldiers 
trhila at work and tied standing up to poles. They were then 
made a target for Bulgarian children who together with the sol- 
diers, threw stones at them till they died. This form of exe- 
cution or murder by stoning is a common occurence in the vil- 
lages of Kiria, Horiati and others. 

In 1942, Deme trios Georgiou was arrested in Drama, for con- 
cealing arms. On the first day, Ms torture consisted in having 
his hands beaten till they were crippled. On the second day, his 
feet were beaten till they wore crippled. On the third day , he 
was beaten about on the body till he fell unconscious from the 
loss of blood. On the fourth day his torture consisted in hav- 
ing his head beaten against the wall. Everytiino he lost cons- 
ciousness, cold water was t crown over him to restore him to his 
senses. He was tortured thus for a further three days and tten 
one of his torturers, a bulgarian W/0, after ascertaining that 
he had beccme a cripple fur life accepted tte sin of 16.000 
Leva, so as to spare him any further torture. 

In July 1942, a bulgarian detachment searched Drama area 
for hiden wheat. On this excuse, they looted a large number 
of houses killing the inhabitants. It is reported that whilst 
searching the house of Socrates Amarinitidis, a quantity of 
wheat was found. The Bulgarians attacked the two daughters 
with intention of raping them and as they resisted, they killed 
then and their relatives.

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SABOTAGE BT GUERILLAS ON ENEMT LINES OF OOfilUNICATICWS 



TRAINS Just “before the destruction of Ghco^ghopotamos bridge 

in Octctoer 19V2, sabotage by Guerillas of railway lines 
led tc the collision of two trains one of which, an Italian troop 
train was completely destroyed. 

During the second fortnight of February 1 943, a train 
was derailed at Platamon in the Tempi! area. 

On the 17/3.A-5, Guerillas tore up a stretch of rails 
on the Volcs'-Larissa line, derailing a goods train, ''art of 
its load was carried off by Guerillas to their mountains lair 
and the remainder destroyed.

GUERILLA WARFARE 



In this present war Greeoo re-lives the 
heroio epic of her struggle for independence 
in 1 821 . 

A wave of wild enthusiasm swopt over the 
whole of Greeae, carrying with it both young 
and old, peasant and townfolk, intellectuals, 
workers, the clergy end the islanders alikeT 
This enthusiasm transmitted to the childrer 
by both men and women, is born cut of the peo- 
ple's indomitable love far freedom and their 
intense hatred of the eneay.

The following sceno ^-hich took place in a little village 
in Greece is a typical episode of the story .of the Greek Peo- 
ple's daily struggle for freedom* 

Towards noon a German detachment passed through a 
Graek village* Not a soul was to be seen anywhere 
for the burnt out houses were completely deserts* 

The German soldiers dusty and weary flaw little 
c nance of retaining a bit of rest even htfre* 



The road through the village led to a thick 
wood Tisibie in the distanoe- 
The Officer in charge of the detachment 
searched the distance with hie glasses end 
perceived on the edge of the wood a small 
child sitting down and' cutting the twigs 
of a branch with his knife* Absorbed by its 
work the child had apparently not noticed 
the arrival of Germans in the village* 

Hie Officer sent for the child and asked 
the lad what he was doing* 

-"Nothing, lam Just staying here* said the 
lad looking at the offioer with puzzled 
blue eyes* 

-"Is there anyone else here" asked, the 
* officer- 

.—"No, they have left" 

-"What have you in your mouth, lad" 

-"A whistle" said the child blowing it hard* 
-*I want you to take me to the next village, 
otherwise I shall wring your neck" said th® 
officer- 

The child egreed and the officer ordered 
hie men on, and guided by the child entered 
the wood- There, hidden in the undergrowth, 
lay the men of the ruined village armed with 
two machine guns* 3efore the officer had 
time to draw his revolver he was shot dead 
and. not a man of the detachment survived* 

Next morning, the lad was again Seen seated 
on the edge of the wood, cutting .the twigs of 
a branch with his knife* Absorbed by his work 
he was silently bumming the song of EXB2RTT* 
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
